SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Cigar Aficionado August 1999 is classified as: 

Unrestricted. 

The publication is an American lifestyle magazine. A high proportion of the magazine 
consists of material relating to cigars or cigar related products. However, a significant 
portion of the content relates to other subject matter including articles of cultural, 
political and social interest. 

The publication appears to be in breach of s22 of the Smoke-free Environments Act 
1990. The fact that the magazine itself may be in breach of other New Zealand 
legislation must be balanced against matters in s3(4) of the Films, Videos, and 
Publications Classification Act 1993 (FVPC Act) that the Classification Office is 
required to take into account. While the magazine's principal purpose may be the 
promotion of the use of cigars, its dominant effect is that of a well produced publication 
catering for the varied interests of a particular lifestyle. 

The availability of the publication is not considered likely to be injurious to the public 
good in terms of the FVPC Act and consequently no restriction is placed on the 
publication. The freedom of expression set out in the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 
1990 is not limited by this classification. 
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
